Lack of Confidence Vote Defeated by Ten Votes at Mock 
Parliament — Union Ballroom Filled to Capacity—* 
Hon. A. K. llugcsscn Acts as Speaker— Stone And 
Lewis Cast U.S.A. And Labor Vote With Goldenbcrg 
And Liberals — Collard Defends Government's Tariff 
Policy to Turn Tide of Defeat. 

]}Y a vote of 143 to 133 an amendment to the original motion 
lack of confidence in the present Dominion government which 
deplored the economic and political conditi^|yn Canada, was 
defeated last night at the opening of the.SM^^^ of the McGill 
Mock Parliament. The defeat of the amendment carried with it 
the downfall also of the original motion. 

About 600 people had filled the Union ballroom to capacity 
when the Speaker of the House, the Hon. A. K. Hugessen took 
his place in the Chair. On the government benches sat the Prime 
Minister Edmund CoHard ami his Ministerial cohorts Becket, 
Bak?r, Ford, Valkcnburg, Alexander. Zaillin, O'Mear.i and Edson.

on Friday afternoon at 5 o'clock. Ills 
address will concern student condi- 
tions In Europe. Tho gathering will 
meet in the reading room of the Union. 

Plans arc being niado for him to 
address a meeting of students at the 
University of Montreal. Dr. Kotsch- 
nig has been Informed of the efforts 
of the Students' Council at McGIll and 
U. of M. to develop greater co-opera- 
tion between tho two unlversltles and 
in view of hla' expérience with somo- 
what hlmllar problems. Is very much 
Interested. , - 

On Canadian Tour 

Tho general secretary will be at 
McCllI on Friday, Saturday and Sun- 
day. This visit 111 part of a totir which 
ho Is making of tho whole of Canada. 
Ho was in Montreal last year and ad- 
dressed a group of McGill students on 
one occasion. A few inontlis .after, 
tho relief fund for starving students 
In Bulgaria' was launched by the Dally, 
and over Î300 was collected. 

Dr. Kotschnig waç a student in Aus- 
tria, and as such was ono of the first 
to bo helped by the European Student 
ncllef, which later took the name of 
International Student Service, and 
adopted a program of cultural co-op- 
eration as well as relief work. He col- 
laborated for Homo tlmu with the ad- 
mlnlstrallon of the relief work In 
Austria and helped at tho same time 
t\> organise tho Student Christian 
Movement of that Country. 

Later he moved to Anicterdam and 
Kiel University where, after he had 
finished his studies in economics, he 
became a lecturer. In 1925 he si'o- 
ceeded Conrad Iloffman, Jr., as the 
general Hccrel.ary of tho I, S, S. 

Dr. Kotschnig Is a fluent speaker in 
English, French and German, Last 
year two McGlll students ivere dele- 
gates from Canad-a to the ninth annu- 
al conference of the I. S. S, at St. 
Hugh's College, Oxford.

Sir William Christopher Maedonald 
was born one hundred years ago today 
In the village of Glenadale, In Prince 
Edward Island. This man wa.s a tow- 
er of strength in financial and Indus- 
trial circles, a generous benefactor of 
his Ic.-is fortunalo fcllow-cltlion.s, and 
a far-sighted patron of educ.Hion who 
has left an Indelible impress upon Can- 
ada's prhool."! and UnlversiticB. 

Ho was tho youngest eon of the 
Hon. Donald Maedonald, president of 
tho T.,cglslatlvo Coiircll of Prince Ed- 
ward Island. His family's comfortable 
but not affluent status permitted him 
to flpcuro an education whlrh termin- 
ated with his graduation from the Cen- 
tral Academy of Charlottctown. 'While 
sllU In IiIb tot^ns ho entered, upon the 
commercial life In Boston. 

Entered Buaineas 
Ilarkrnlni^ to the call of bis native 
l.inil, lil.s Iv.rnly-thlrd year founil lilm 
engaged a.s an Importer and genornl 
(.•onmil.'<."'Ion merchant in Ibis city. 
Four yearn later ho embarked upon , 
the building of. tho tobacco manufac- 
turing business, which after a period | 
of strugglo and iincort:iinty wa.s to! 
bring to Iii.s coffcr.s the wctlth which '

Tonight, on ihe stage of Moyse Hall, 
the Choral and Operatic- Society's produc- 
tion "Pirates of Penzance" will make its 
bow to an audience. Even for profession- 
al trouper.s theee "first-nights" are some- 
thing of an ordeal, and when it is remem- 
bered that the singers in this particular 
fiffering are far from being veterans of 
the boards, the difficulty of their task wiU 
be the better appreciated. 

Much credit for the staging of the 
ehow is due to the executive of the Society. 
They took over a moribund corpse in the 
fall, interested the Students' Council by 
sheer force of determination, obtained the 
necessary permiFsions and sanctions only 
after a great deal of trouble, breathed life 
into the faltering organization and brought 
forth a Gilbert and Sullivan opéra. The 
period between these last two stages has 
been filled with the hardest kind of work 
for all concerned; and besides putting ten 
principals and foi-ty-eight of a. chorus on 
the stage, the Society has gone a Jittlc bit 
out of its way to organize a philharmonic 
orchestra of students to sit in the pit. 

Perhaps this latter is one of the most 
important ventures of the year. When the 
Pirates have finislied their production they 
will drop most of their activities until 
next fall. Of cour.se, i^ome of the princi- 
pals may drift over into the Revue, but 
for the most part they will sing no more 
tjiis ses.sion. The orchestra, on the other 
hand, now that it is organized and in 
operating condition, will be heard every 
time that musical talent is needed on the 
stage or in concerts. 

Tlie one big objection to the Choral 
and Operatic Society has been removed. 
Formerly, it used 'to be that more than 
half of 1he performers were professional 
outsider.s; jiow there are none. Students 
have bwMi found capable of filling every 
jjart. Tiut. there may come a time again' 
wlieii it wi)l be necessary to bring in ex- 
tra-mural aid in connection with Choral 
]3roductions, but it has been laid down as 
a rule that as far as possible, only stu- 
dents shall sing in these operas. 

The second objection was that the 
^society never made any money; indeed, it 
jised to Jose several liundred dollars with 
each production. But with the use of 
■ Moyse Hall instead of a down-town thé- 
âtre, and several other advantages which 
|vere not available to former .stage-man- 
agers, the executive will be greatly dis- 
^^ppointed if they do not turn in a large 
^surplus. 

» There has been some criticism owing to 
ihe fact that a Gilbert and Sullivan opera 
Jias again been chosen as the club's 'vehi- 
cle.. It was felt in some quarters that 
something a little "better" might have 
Ij.eeii attempted, for the music of Sullivan 
^nd the \vords of Gilbert are not altogether 
Itip to the mark o£ the purist in these af- 
fairs. 'J'he justice of the comment was re- 
jtognized, but the shortness of the time and^ 
.ithe lack of experience made it impossible 
to .stage anything more ambitious than a 
5;omic opera. 

Perha])s our taste is not what it 
should be, but we must confess a sneaking 
piking for the tuneful melody and the non- 
.«ensical words. May the gods of the ,the- 
jatre whose special province is "first 
jiiights" watch over the stage of Moyse Hall 
this evening! . " 



.The Mock Parliament 

Just what can be done in the way of 
interesting speaking was demonstrated 
Jast night at the session of the Mock Par- 
liament held in the Union ball-roorn. More 
ind more it is becoming the fashion to 
jattend debating meetings such as this in 
the spirit in which one usually alttcnds the 
theatre. There are debaters who would 
not have it so. They would prefer the old, 
out-dated system with long contradictory 
.jSpeechiiS and dull di^isertations on a set 
ifiubjeot. A Mock. Parliament is dccidedl.y 
.different. The speakers, when they rise, 
jnay be on the point of saying almipst any- 
jthing under the sun, s6 that the feeling of 
Pleasurable suspense i.s never lost, 
f The popularity of the meeting was 
'^lemonstrated in tho fact that the final 
i.vote ran into llio hundreds on both sides. 
".Gathering.';, like fhcîso will do more to make 
vpublic-speaking a widely popular indoor 
jàmùsement than any number .of formal 
piking matches. . .

Concentration of a person's efforts' In ono. par 
llcular direction niakc.i the resulting specialist eX' 
trcmely senBltlve to details In that branch. An 
artist belns primarily human, and, Jn addition, do- 
voted to true beauty, ho would bo even more af- 
fected by bad workmanship . than any ordinary 
artiaan.. When an outsider happens, by misfortune, 
to- fall Into ,a conversation among professionals 
discussing their own' work, lio 1b most often pain- 
fully Hurprtsed and even dlalUuslonod, at {ho Im- 
portanco they glvo to seemingly small things. 

An cxhIlUtlon of photographs Includes foi^ lis 
public, attractive scenes, freak pictures, and those 
not worth looking at. To a photographer, there 
would bo another point' of Interest; ho 'frould In- 
stinctively look for good workmanship, and' cotild 
have no placo for any that fall In that respect. 
Arcliltccturo can bo Klmllarly recardod, for It la 
moro to the fore iliai) pholOBroph.v, bslng on. ex. 
hlbltlon every day of our lives, and Is continually 
being pulled down, and erected. A new. building 
win attract posaers-by by being another landmark 
to bo remembered. It will bo seen to occupy so 
much of a block, lu so many .itoreya high, nnd Ir. 
either decorated richly, or not at all. An ^architect 
goes far beyond this; ho regards the building as 
a mn.'.s design, and criticises it as such. He will 
comment on tho vhoico of material, and the hand- 
ling of decoration, will point out tho cliar.icicr In 
the least noticed and simplest moulding, and will 
further add his suggestions for Improvement, In 
dlcatlng a wonderful chance that was lost. 

Music and concerts follow similar standards. 
In gcneial, an attractive tune and stirring ryllin), 
played well, can appeal to all. Some pi-oplo ciin 
most for the melody, and can llslcn. without end. 
of beautiful songs; others feel that tho tinie.ot the 
music is tho determining factor, and If they are 
classicists, uphold Beethoven, -or if modern, tend 
towards the march and the dance; one finds dis 
crimination between tho various inhirunK-iits and 
voices, but the musician ulono maintains correct 
Interpretation above all' else. 

Bvei-y composition that has siu-vlved Its etorm 
of criticism has dono so because It has somo beauty 
to oicpress In a manner not yet accomplished. This 
can' only be shown when tho piece 1« rendered in 
the way Intended for It. and lack ot this Is, 'to 
the ai ilsl, an unpardonable sacrilege. ^ 

Tho best regarded medium for musical jiUer 
pretallon is the symphony orchestra. Its scope 
Is practically unlfmlted, and under capable dirii<:< 
tlon. It can effectively render any piece ot mufcic 
Melodies that have become popular receive tre- 
mendous applause, wln.-ii playi.rt by ùuch a troup, 
but Willi tills mublcal Iciilure !;n.kliii;, iicople Kiiiiply 
tit and listen wltliout Inloiesl, <incl wundcr, latiM 
when a musician wlio was at tlio concert acscrlbcs, 
almost In raptures, the beautiful tono In such u 
movement, or tha fino strength with which some 
Instrument was heard for two or three notes. This 
detail In music;' the publio cannot aeo U because 
of fts smallncss compared to the whole, but to 
tho artist It Is vlrld, for h« is a «pcclallst. 

Music Is regarded as an expression without 
the language barrier. - In apité oi this, we find 
nationalistic tastes, A criticism of the Montreal 
Orchestra in tlie Quartier Latin complained of 
the Jack ot Frcnclj piects on the program, 'rhis 
Is not true o£ tlie Orche&tru, wlnjno programs iiro 
extruiiicly v.cll diversified, in tpile ot tlu; lui.l tliiU 
Us leader, Mr, Clarke, is very partial to modern 
composers. It is an indication, liowever, of the 
tine degree of the difference between the various 
tastes. 

Tho audience ni,Ty question the musical quality 
of tliai which is offered tiiem, but they are mqst 
apt to forgot that inusicians arranged It. Tliel 
own professional aspect of the music was the prime 
consideration, and with this in mind, a reason can 
be seen for what appears to be "dry " programs.

Progressive Pirates 

This seems . 'the best way to describo them 
Their broadcast started weak, and ended better 
Hum any ot ils listeners could have expected 
Uchearsals and tho dress reliearsal last night fol 
lowed tho samo procedtJre; aiid If they maintain 
this, tonight's performance should bo good. Tho 
choruses both men and wopicn are cpiito strong 
while some of the voices of the soloists aro very 
good. Lack ot tine 'control Is the only thing that 
can bo said againiit the latter, but i.s lo be 
pcctcd among amateurs, etpcclally wlicn it is tlie 
main fault witli profcsslonalg. Costumes may not 
bo music, but they must be mentioned tor they 
prove to bo extremely w.oIJ done, and harmonlte 
well both in color and In form.

Montreal Orchestra Coucjert 

The inusicians, somehow, seemed to lack in- 
terest in tho Xlrst number they were playing, but 
forttinately overcame this with the rest of tho pro 
grom. Bach's "Choral Prelude" which opened the 
concert, contains some fine melody, and In spite 
ot tlie altitude ot f.ho musicians wajs rcnederod 
with good tone. The playing of tho Symphony 
from the Now 'VVorld by Uvoralc showed a marked 
improvement. The first moycment •n-aa Interpret 
cd very v.ell, and though the musicians weakened 
slightly In thç second, thoy ended tho symphony 
wUh their usual cffepttvoness. In -"Sous les til 
leuls," the third of the "Sqcncs AJBOcien«e^" by 
.Massenet, very good work was donrf by Jean Bol 
land on thft !c«llo. This was one of tho best num 
bcrs of tho ,co^cert, and helped put a good flnJsli 
to &n Intorcstlng pirpsrom. ^

Fia.«er" an exception In t'.io former 
respect, but St. John Ervlnc'a treat 
menl of tho triansic, expanded com- 
fortably Into a pentagon. Is very 
amusing nnd fairly thoughtful. It 1 
hriefly, this.

The husband is a Scotsman, the sec- 
ond wlfo an almost unbellevablo self- 
seeking hussy, and. of course, In the 
btickground hover the sons by tlm 
first marrlago to xnako amusing re- 
marks to their mother about their 
father and temper his Caledonian con- 
ceit when he cornea to seek her ad- 
vice; there Is too a foil in a devoted 
but brainless suitor. 

Tho play Is not well constructed 
Tho first act is rather airily short, 
while the second rushes tho action 
ahead so quickly that thoro Is little 
to say In tho third act; in fact, Grace 
George is hard put to It to retain our 
intcrcst»by apparenly deciding not to 
remarry her former spouso after oil 
Only a clever device of tho dramatist 
makes a tolerablo final curl.ain possi- 
ble. 

Much bettor plays ran for a third 
of the time last year. In London at 
least, yet tho ct)mcdy Is excellent of 
lis type. It Is witty enough in a cos- 
mopolitan way to keep one constant- 
ly amused; It Is truhtful enough to be 
acceptable criticism of manners. But 
Ervino doesn't liko th« younger gen- 
eration. One Is hard put to It to un- 
derstand the former attichmcnt of 
Mr. Fraser for her, or of any sane 
creature's, for that matter. 

The performance was smooth except 
for the first few minutes, which were 
played at too fast a tempo. A. E. 
Matthews, tho first and only -Mr. Fra- 
ser of Importance, really created a 
character in tlio blandly conceited but 
humorous and lovablo Soot Grace 
George '^-as a play In her self. The 
others of tho cast were moro than 
adequate, but none calls for speoial 
notice.

Captain lîerlyn, who Is lipealilns on 
tho various types of aircraft In use 
to-day, is well known to all alr-mlnd- 
cd McGill students. He is well-vorscd 
In tho art of aeroplane design, having 
been connco^d In tho past with both 
tho Curllss-ricid Company and Cana- 
dian VlckerH. 

Flivver Planes 

The trend in prescnt-dny design 
seems to be towards l>oth cxlr.i-larse 
and extiu-small aircraft.

rose to defend tho Government. "After 
listening to llio remarks of tho honor- 
able leader of llio Opposition," ho snld 
in his best dialect," I have conio to 
tho conclusion that Iho Government 
would bo Justified In raising tho tax 
on gas." Demonstrating tho attempts 
ot tlio Conservatives to curtail ex- 
pendlturo lie pointed out that the Min- 
isters wcro now using Austins instead 
of the limousines formerly employed. 

"So long- as there' does not como n 
ratllrtil rcconstiuction nf tlio niotliods 
of production and dlMlribiition" said 
Dave Lewis, tho I/abor party If.nlor, 
so long will imcmployment problems 
remain unsolved." Though tho I<ubor- 
Ites despaired ot hopo from cither tho 
Liberals or the Conservatives, ho .add- 
ed, tlicy wore casting tholr votes with 
tho Liberals who did nothing, rather 
than with tho Conservatives who did 
mtich harm. 

Fred Stone, speaking for the XJ. F. 
A. decried the tariff policy of tlio Gov- 
ernment and showed its evil effects 
on tho farmer, who had to sell In an 
International market and buy In a n.a- 
tional one. He wiis answered by Wil- 
son Becket Minister ot Trade and 
Commorcc who Inslfflcd on tho need 
to* a varied economic life. 

As AI Watt arose to.spenk, someone 
In the back ot the Hoiiso shouted for 
more ventilation. "Vou'vo Just had It" 
Watt remarked looking In TJecket's 
direction. He then continued, to show 
tho foolish figure that tho Prime 
Minister had cut in international af- 
f.ilrs.. 

"Wo cannot put a duty on foreign 
wheat. It goes against the grain," sold 
Zaitlln who declared himself of the 
Anarchists. Ho allied himself with 
tho optimists, ho declared. 

Valkenburg, Jllnlster ot Labor had 
thrown in his lot with the . Conserva- 
tives bccauso they represented the 
people as, a whole and not any collec- 
tion of classes ns did tho Liberals. 

Phil Matthams and Bernard Alex- 
ander also spoke: n siib-nmendnicnt 
proposed by Matthams was ruled out 
oi" order by tho Speaker but beforo be 
sat down the former managed to hurl 
defiance at capitalist tyranny. 

Then Edmund Collard, tho Prime 
Minister, rose to defend tho Govern- 
ment. He attacked Free Trade nnd 
at tho sanio time defended the Pro- 
tectionist policy ot tho Conservatives. 
It was his speech which turned .the 
tide of defeat. 

There were political, social and 
economic rca.sons to he advanced for 
'rotcctlon, and Einpiro Preferences 
As a political reason ho ad\-anoed the 
strengthening of the lies ot Empire. 
As a .social reason ho pointed out that 
what We needed in Canada, was a well 
balanced nation.al life, and we cannot 
have that It wo remain merely an 
agricultural coimtry. Taking as ex- 
ample Japan and Australia who had 
raised themselves to first rate powers 
through a policy of protection Collard 
Insisted that they were economically 
Justified In doing tho same for Can- 
ada. 

After tho voles were counted, there 
were cries of "Tclegra-phlng" heard 
Dut tho count stood.
